At- 
lantic City said she had been sight- 
ed off the coast and that she had 
been visited Dy numerous motor- 


boats.

The schooner was boarded and 
seized off Atlantic City, officers 
of the Seneca said on reaching Quar- 
antine. Four men constituting her 
crew -were placed under technical 
arrest. . Her mote, whose name 
was given as Klausen, and the, 
first mate identified as E, Thomp- 
son, escaped in a fast motor boat 
as the Seneca came up. 

On the deck of the _ schooner, 
whose name was concealed by can- 
vas, coast guard officers said they 
found numerous cases of liquor with 
additional spirits below decks. 
There also was evidence that much 
of her eargo had been discharged. 

The men on board were alleged 
to have admitted that the schooner 
loaded her cargo at a point five 
miles off the island of New Provi- 
dence in the Bahamas, and that the 
cargo comprised 1,500 cases of 
liquor of various kinds. They were 
quoted as saying they were to have 
destroyed the Halifax clearance 
pers after the cargo had been dis- 
posed of, and then proceed to 
Gloucester. They declined to say 
what they had done with that part 
of the ship’s cargo obviously mis-

Under the proposed 
scale adopted by the committee the 
tax will be as follows: In towns 
of more than 50,000 population, $60; 
in towns of between 10, and 
50,000 population the tax wit be 
$3u ranging to $10 in towns of less 
than 5,000 population. 

Tax on Pistols. 

The pistol dealers tax was chang- 
ed from $50 to a scale of $50 in 
towns of more than 10,000 popula- 
tion and $35 in towns of less than 
10,000 population. 

Slight changes were madé in taxés 
on sanatariums, soda founts, and 
slot machines. 

After considerable debate the tax 
on hotels of 3x a room proposed in 
the house measure was changed to 
provide a tax of $1 a room in ho- 
tels located in cities having more 
than 30,000 population and 50 cents 
a room in towns of less than .30,000 
poptlation. 

The senate cOmuinittee reduced the 
tax proposed in the house measure 
on carbonic acid. gas from 4 cents 
a pound to 3 cents a pound. Sen- 
ators Brown and Wohlwender op- 
posed this tax on the ground that 
it would place too great a hardship 
on the bottlers of the state. The 
bill is directed to tax the soft 
drinks put up by the bottling com- 
panies.

In a night session Tuesday of 
about an hour and a half duration 
a number of uncontested general 
bille were passed by the senate. 
The session was held in ‘order to 
clean up the calendar which became 
somewhat congested on account of 
the filibuster. This was the first 
night session held by the upper 
house and proved to be most life- 
lees. 

Many Bills Passed. 


The following bills were passed: 


Twenty-fourth—To permit mutual 
fire insurance companies organized 
‘under Georgia laws to sell surplus 
funds or guaranty -funds in this 
6tate so that they may increase 
their capital stock. 

By Senator Golucke of the Nine- 
teenth—To amend the code by pro- 
viding that the returns of elections 
be made to the secretary of state 
instead of the governor. 

By Senator Golucke of the Nine- 
teenth (Companion Bill)—To amend 
an act providing that all civil offi- 
cers commissioned by the governor 
have commissions sent to the sec- 
retary of state sealed and be; an- 
nounced by him. 

By Senator Thomas of the Third 
—To provide for the appointment 
and election of an administrator of 
an intestate by the creditors of said 
intestate. 

Ry Senator Snow of the Seventh 
—To provide that the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia may have the 
anthoritv to nass on qualification 
of all material used by railroad 
ceamnpanies on interurban in 
Georgia where public is 
likely. 

By Senator Sheffield of the Ninth 
—To provide that before county 
bovndarv linea be changed a refer- 
endum must be held in the coun- 
ties affected. 

Condemn Pittsburg System. 

By Senator Weaver of the Elev- 
enth—A resolution condemning the 
present “Pittsburg plus” system 
governing the rates on steel and 
iron. This resolution declares that 
the south is discriminated against 
in the present system of having 
steel prices regulated by the price 
of the product if sent from Pitts- 
burg and puts an unjust burden 
on the manufacutrers of the south. 

When the bill came up as unfin- 
ished business Tuesday morning, @ 
previous quegtion was called and 
each side was allowed twenty min- 
utes in which to present arguments 
for the last time. Senators Thomas, 
of the 8d and Jones, of the 37th, 
spoke against the bill for ten min- 
utes. The proponents divided their 
time between Senators Hollings- 
worth, Wohlwender, Jackson and 
Nix, each being given five menutes. 
The bill was then put to a vote and 
failed to pass. 

Senator Jones challenged tactics 
of friends of the measure for -con- 
ducting their filibuster to prevent 
a vote being taken and declared 
that they had outraged the people 
they represent by consuming s0 
much of the state’s time. He de- 
clared that passage of the measure 
would ruin finances of the state by 
causing an immediate decrease in 
tax returns. 

~ ~ Nix Attacks Atlanta. 

Senator Nix, who has deen the 
leader in the five-day filibuster, 
took occasion to attack the city of 
Atianta in his speech.

English-American 
Friendships Urged 


“America’s friendship was the 
greatest wish expressed by the in- 
habitants of the british Isles and 
France to American delegations to 
the International Rotary convention 
of 1921,” said A. 38. Adams} of At- 
lanta, past president of the inter- 
national association, in a speech to 
the members of the Atlanta club, 
which heid a banquet Tuesday night 
on the Ansley hotel roof garden. 

“And we want their ‘friendship, 
they want ours,” continued Mr. 
Adams. “We need it and they need 
it, for upon that friendship depends 
the future civilization of the world.” 
He stated that international differ- 
ences would clear up if the Rotary 
spirit and principles were injected 
into international politics. 

The banquet was planned after a 
dinner tenagered the American dele- 
gates to the international conven- 
tion at the Hotei Cecil by the Lon- 
don Rotary club. “i pray thee si- 
lence, my lords and ladies. Charge 
your glasses tor qa toast to—!’’ was 
the form used by Charlies M. Mar- 
shall, who acted as toastmaster.

Fifty years ago Atlanta was suf- 
fering from political evils within 
its government similar to those in 
existence today, and from the same 
fundamental! cause. 

i In the “Fifty Years Ago” 
yesterday the following 
appeared from an editorial in The 
Gonstitution, August 2, 1871— 


‘There are several changes needed 
in our city. The election of mem- 
bers of council by wards only should 
be done away with and council 
should be elected by the voters in 
every ward. 


Atlanta was then, as now, gov- 
erned by the atrocious “ward sys- 
tem,” by which each ward elected 
its own council member to legis- 
late for the whole city.

CARUSO’S DEATH. 

There are few men or women 
in the world today whose death 
would occasion such universal sor- 
row as has been caused by the 
unexpected passing of Enrico 
Caruso. 

Few have ever lived to be so 
widely known and to wield such 
a world-wide influence. 

Throughout Europe, North 
America and South America, 
the greatest of all tenors was the 
idol of. thousands who loved him 
for his golden voice and his equally 
golden persOnality; and there is 
not a Willage nor a fireside in the 
world, where an appreciation of 
-musical art has a place, into which 
the refining influence of his ex- 
traordinary gift of vocal expres- 
sion has not penetrated. 

Caruso was not only a great art- 
ist, but he was a great man—a 
man of big heart and of a person- 
ality that was as lovable as it was 
magnetic. 

By superhuman effort and ar- 
duous, plodding, hard work and 
study he arose from the status of 
the son of an obscure, non-musical 
Italian machinist to the highest 
pinnacle of artistic fame. 

His achievements appear all the 
more remarkable in view of the 
fact that he was still a compara- 


tively young man—only 48—when 
he died. 

By Caruso’s untimely death a 
place is left vacant in the world 
of music and art which will be 
hard to fill. 

Indeed, there seems to be ro 
one living now who is capable of 
filling it—nor was any tenor who 
ever lived equal to Caruso. 

His death is a loss to all man- 
kind; and especially will it be de- 
plored in Atlanta, where Caruso 
was better and more intimately 
known, perhaps, than in any other 
city in the world, with the excep- 
tion of New York. 

For ten years he has been a reg- 
ular visitor to Atlanta, with the 
exceptions of the “war year,” when 
the Metropolitan grand opera sea- 
son was dispensed with, and last 
year, when his last illness pre- 
vented his coming. 

Atlagta will miss him, and with 
all the world will mourn the 1oss 
of this great artist—the greatest in 
his line the world has ever known. 


PROSPERITY PICNICS. 
The Albany (Ga.) Herald says 


that word comes from Mitchell 
county, where the farmers believe 
in raising everything needful for 
man and beast to eat, that “there 
have been enough picnics there so 
far this summer to keep anybody 
from being hungry.” 

They have already reaped such 

rich returns that they are in the 
celebrating mood, and while the 
good work still goes on, and they 
are continually adding to homé 
prosperity in the way mentioned, 
they can well afford to tak® a day | 
off here and there and pass the 
plenty around! 
That’s the sort of Georgia picnic 
that pays—in pleasure and profit; 
it is the spreading of many ample 
feasts at home with the fruits of 
the home-soil; and well may the 
home-paper say of such a picnic 
plan: “A good time is being had 
all around!” 

They raise stock there; they 
raise grain—plentiful supplies of 
everything that keeps home money 
from going away from home, and 
they are making home picnics pos- 
sible the year ‘round. 

It is not altogether the case in 
every county; and of the lack of 
foresight in some sections one big 
item of farm prosperity has either 
been overlooked, or not worked 
for at all it is worth. Of this, The 
Moultrie (Ga.) Observer says: 

“Last fall and winter when farm- 
ers were worrying about what they 
would plant or do next, they over- 
looked a good bet. They could have 
hit it just right by starting some 
hogs on the way to be marketed 
in the summer of 1921. There will 
be a summer in 1922 when prices 
probably will be better than they 
are now. Only those who begin 
now to provide feed and st a hog 
herd will have number onegkogs to 
sel] next July.” 

And every other home-grown 
product which contributes its part 
to general farm prosperity should 
be taken account of and put into 
the reckoning, while living up to 
the slogan—‘Make all you can at 
home.”

In the meantime— 

During the coming year the whole 
problem of a new and up-to-date 
constitutional taxation system 
should be studied, and a definite line 
of action worked out before another 
session of the assembly. 

There is one school of thought in 
favor of an income tax in com- 
plete substitution for the hoo valo- 
rem system. 

There is another school of thought 
in favor Only of a property tax. 

There is much to be said in favor 
of both, 

Little can be said, however, in 
favor of any system that penalizes 
industry and strikes at the very 
vitals of labor. 

Little can be said of any consti- 
tutional taxing provision that is not 
bounded by just and equitable lim- 
itations and restrictions. 

It may be found fhat both a state 
ad valorem, and an incOme tax on 
net earnings, and upon personal in- 


‘1comes sufficiently large to be undis- 


turbed, or unembarrassed by  rea- 
sonable tax impositions, may be ad- 
visable. §€ 

At any rate, the’subject is a big 
one—too big>for hasty action. 

In another year the period of 
post-war reconstruction will have 
sufficiently advanced for a clearer 
view of general conditions. 

The pendulum of business and 
trade uncertainties wil] have struck 
a plumb; and more comprehensive 
action will be possible on all the 
great problems that confront the na- 
tion and the state. — 

At that time, too, it may be deem- 
ed wise to call a constitutional] con- 
véntion so that Gegrzgia’s whole sys- 
tem of fundamentals may be re- 
vised to meet the new conditions, 


“All’s well that ends well’— 

It is unfortunate that any person- 
alities should have entered into the 
debate on the equalization repeal 
bill, or in any other discussion be- 
fore a legislative body. 

This-is a democratic government, 
and the legislators, whether sena- 
tors or representatives, are chosen 
by the people as thé@ir agents. The 
voters speak—a voice in government 
that is inherent under our system 
of free institutions—through their 
representatives. 

No man should have his motive 
impugned in voting for or against 
any measure. 

The individual member is amen- 
able to his individual constituency; 
and his honor and integrity and sin- 
cerity should not be challenged by 
any other than his constituency. 

Good people have always differed 
on big and small issues; and they 
always will. 

By the same token the freedom 
of the press is just as inherent 
as the freedom of speech and vote. 
And no man has the moral right 
to impugn or challenge the mo- 
tives, or the sincerity, or the in- 
tegrity of a-free press except in 
that forum that ia open to all alike. 

The habit of making personal! at- 
tacks from the floor of a legisla- 
tive hall, upon individuals who

fensible. 


As to the killing of the bill to

Those who voted to repeal the 
law were honest and gincere. 

Those who voted against the re- 
peal were honest and sincere. 

» And there you are! 

The debate aeveloped a number 
of eloquent speakers—not only elo- 
quent im words, but forceful in 
argument., 

Thus far, despite an inexcusable 
three-day filibuster, the senate has 
made an enviable record for pro- 
gressiveness; and it looks as if its 
record in the first session of the 
term will go into legislative his- 
tory as one of the best in recent 


years. 


_Conservatism, moderation, jus- 


tice! 

It looks now, as the final hours 
of the session are approaching, that 
these three bulwarks of the state’s 
constituted government, are to 
characterize the work as a whole 
of this assembly. 

The house, as has the senate, has 
thue far refused to chase off after 
radical ideas, or yield to revolu- 
tionary or unsound leadership. 

The general revenue Dill has been 
passed by that body; and while the 
proposed tax on gasoline has very 
properly consumed a great déal of 
time, and has been vigorously op- 
posed, it has been deemed neces- 
sary by a membership majority, in 
view of the state’s financial needs. 

The provision has been made less 
objectionable than as_ originally 
submitted, and Kerosene has been 
exempted from the proposed duty. 

A tax on gasoline etrikes at the 
very heart of motor development— 
and to that end at the very heart 
of the best interests of any state. 

It strikes at the door of. prac- 
tically every farmer, and to that 
end adds to the burdens of that 
class of Georgia’s citizenry respon- 
sible for ereating three-quarters of 
a billion dollars in new wealth 
each year— 

And yet if it is absolutely nec- 
essary to impose a gasoline tax 
by statute to meet the just de- 
mands of the confederate soldiers, 
the common schools, the higher ed- 
ucational institutions, the eleemo6y- 
nary and corrective institutions, 
then we should accept the situa- 
tion at least temporarily, and take 
the medicine without a whimper. 

It is to be earnestly hoped, how- 
ever, that by another year some 
modern, dependable and adequate 
constitutional tax system may be 
devised by which it will not be 
necesgary to again burden produc- 
tion, or to throw such barriers into 
the path of material progress. 

As a basic proposition taxing gas- 
oline—everybody’s motor fuel—is 
bad business— 

It is not, however, as bad as 
starving the brains and the talents 
of the boys and girls, the young 
men and young women; and with- 
holding proper treatment from the 
unfortunate delinquents who are 
wards of the state. 

It looks as though all the state 
institutions will receive the 1919- 
20 schedule, which ie wise. 

To do less would be a stigma upon 
the state! 

All in all it looks that the as- 
sembly will make a good record; 
and one free from the stain.or 
tarnish of autocracy or radicalism.

And Why the Change 
From the Sabbath 


Editor Constitution: In a lecture 
in Atlanta last Sunday, Carlyle B. 
Haynes is quoted as having said: 

“The Bible says the seventh day is the 
Sabbath. Sunday rr ru first day. Sunday 
was never Jesus Christ, His 
disciples, nor — eaily Christians. The 
change from the seventh day to the first 
day Sabbath was brought about by the 
Catholic church without divine authority, 
and it shguid be discarded by every Protest- 
ant, and e world.’’ 

It would be hard indeed for any 
One to put more misstatements or 
false statements in so few words. 
There is not a single statement in 
the whole passage that is com- 
pleteiy true. Some of them are so 
glaringly inaccurate that almost 
any child could refute them by us- 
ing an ordinary concordance of the 
Bible and thereby citing the chap- 
ters and verses which contradict 
his statements—statements which 
could appeal only to ignorance and 
prejudice. 

First, he gays: “The Bible says the 
seventh day is the Sabbath.” I* is 
true that the Old Testament says 
that; but the New Testament no- 
where tries to enforce the Sabbath 
law. Jesus Christ Himself was 
accused many *imes by the Jews of 
havéng violated the Sabbath law. 
He replied: “The Sabbath was made 
for man, and not man for the Sab- 
bath.” His disciples considered the 
Sabbath law ag a thing indifferent 
in itself, «hich a man could keep 
or not keep as he himself saw fit. 
See Romans 14:5 where St. Paul 
Says: “One man esteemeth one day 
above another, another esteemeth 
every day alike. Let each man be 
fully persuaded in his own mind.” 
Again, in’ Col. 2:16, he shows how 
he regards the Jewish Sabbath 
where hegis, of course, referring to 
the severRth day: et no man. 
therefore, judge you in meat * * * 
or a Sabbath day which are a shad- 
ow of things to come,” 

These two passages alone show 
that the early Christians did not 
teach and enforce any observance 
of the seventh day as the Sabbath, 
That was one of the Jewish “shad- 
ows of good things to come’ that 
was ready to vanish away. All that 
can be found of the apostles at- 
tending the syn@gogues and preach- 
ing there on Saturdays was due en- 
tirely to the fact that it was only 
on that day and in that place that 
they could find a Jewish audience. 
They went to make converts to 
Christianity,—not to make Jews out 
of themselves, nor to enforce Juda- 
ism upon Christians. 

What changed the day so as to 
make the first day of the week the 
holy day for Christians? There is 
only one event, and that the great- 
est in the history of mankind, which 
made Sunday «he Lord’s day. That 
event was His resurrection upon the 
first day of the week—the first 
Baster when He appeared four dif- 
ferent times to different disciples. 
The Sunday after the resurrection 
the eleven apostles are again as- 
sembled in one place, and the Lord 
again appears. Nothing is said of 
His having appeared to anyone be- 
‘ween the Sundays. See St. John 
20:26. 

From that time on Sunday was 
called “the Lord’s day,” see Rev. IL: 
10, and it was the day above all 
others for Christian worship. St. 
Paul tells his converts they can keep 
the Sabbath day or not, as they 
please. But he speaks and acts dif- 
ferentliy as to Sunday. See Acts 
20:7, where St. Luke speaks of.Sun- 
day observance as a matter of 
course: “And upon the first day of 
the week when we were gathered 
together to break bread,” etc. Seé 
also I Cor. 16:2, where St. Paul gives 
order as to a special collection for 
the poor in Palestine, It is to be 
done On Sunday because that was 
the day he had taught them to ob- 
gerve as the day of worship: “Upon 
the first day of the week let each 
one of you lay by him in store,” 
etc. 

Mr. Haynes charges the Roman 
Catholic church with having made 
this change from the seventh to the 
first day. The One who made the 
change was the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who rose from the dead on that day, 
as God had created the universe on 
that- day, and as the Holy Spirit 
later descended upon the church on 
that day. The Lord's day is as much 
greater than the Sabbath as the 
gospel is greater than the law. 
Christ appearing to His apostles 
when gathered together the Sunday 
after Easter gives His own authority 
to the change. The apostles after- 
wards kept it as a matter of course, 

I will quote one other authority, 
as Old as St. John’s writings, though 
not admitted Yinto the Canon of 
scripture. It was written in Egypt 
or Palestine between 90 and 110 A. 
D., long before the church at Rome 
had gaine@® any power over the 
church elsewhere. It is called “The 
Teaching of the Lord to the Gentiles 
by the Twelve Apostles.” The four- 
teenth chanter of this book begins: 
“And on the Lord’s own day gather 
yourselves together and break bread 
and give thanks, ‘first confessing 
your transgressions that your sacri- 
fice may be pure.’’>s 

Many other quotations of like 
nature could be given. I* is as- 
tounding that supposedly educated 
men could make such confident as- 
sertions about things which can so 
easily be shown to be untrue.

The summer of 1871 was possibly 
the most eventful politically in 
Georgia’s history. That fal] the 
State was to be» redeemed from 
carpetbag rule, and restored once 
more to white democracy. 

Bullock was governor then and it

ley and Virlyn Moore, and Represen- 
tative John G. Valentino, of Chat-

And I'll never forget the way he 
came to bat for Atlanta, I] think it 
was the season of 1916. He had been 
engaged to sing three roles and he 
Sang them. Still he lingered in 
Atlanta to enjoy the social activi- 
ties of the latter part of the week. 

Farrar was to sing at the final 
performance in “Tosca,” but right 
at the last minute the fair Geral- 
dine developed temperament about 
something, and without notifying 
anybody, took a fast train back to 
New York. Hundreds of patrons 
began to cancel their reservations 
for that performance. 

The Music Festival association had 
been depending on “Tosca” to pull 
it out of a financial hole. Under 
the conditions, it seemed: inevita- 
ble that the association would sus- 
tain a severe financial loss. 

There was just one person who 
coyld save the day—Caruso. Col- 
onel W. L. Peel, president of the 
association, made a personal appeal 
to the tenor. He had spent a busy 
week. His voice was tired and so 
was he, but he didn’t hesitate a 
second. 

“Any role you desire,” he told the 
Colonel, and that Saturday night 
Caruso sang Rudolfo in “La 
Boheme” to as big an audience as 
the Auditorium ever held. 

No wonder all through Tuesday, 
a black pall of cloud hovered over 
the building where he sang. No 
wonder that when the news of his 
death was flashed through the city, 
every man and woman of whatever 
degree in Atlanta, felt that he and 
she had eustained a deep and per- 
sonal loss that is beyond the power 
of man and time to fill.

Caruso’s voice meeds no praise 
from me. All the world knows how 
brilliant, how magnificent, how gold- 
en it was. But there afe some, per- 
haps, who never realized that back 
of this voice was a great soul, a 
great heart, wiyvich embraced all 
humanity in its generosity. Caruso 
did not belong to himself, but to the 
public. And he gave himself to the 
public with untiring devotion, ad- 
vancing his art and inspiring others 
with his Own success, 

It was to have been my happy 
privileg@~e to have sung with him 
again this. winter, As [ had -sung 
with him one memorable season in 
South America, in 1915, I had look- 
ed forward with the utmost joy to 
this event, and I am overcome with 
the realization that it was not to 
be. Today it seems impossible that 
he will not be heard. 

Enrico Caruso’s success came not 
alone from that God-given throat 
from which poured his golden notes. 
True, his voice,’physically, may have 
been a gift such as has never 
pleased providence to bestow _upon 
all men. But his success came from 
work, from devotion to the cause of 
art. He gave his lifé to it, and 
he left a brighter, happier world 
pecause.of it. 

In *he end, the world will remem- 
ber him as much for this devotion, 
as much for these purely human 
qualities, as it will for the songs he 
sang.

Great artists die in their time, and 
the world of art regrets them. The 
art journals devote an amount of 
Space to them in propoftion to the 
part *hey have played in the prog- 
ress of art, or the admiration accord- 
ed them in the art life. 

To the world at large, however, 
the announcement creates only a 
ripple in a sea of varied interests. 

Not so the death of Enrico Caruso. 
He held a place in the public re- 
gard as unique ag his voice was 
among tenors, among all singers. 

And s0, when extras 4old yester- 
day morning of hig passing (and 
when hefore has any singer been 
rated of a popular interest suffi- 
cient to warrant an extra?), the 
grief the news occasioned wag not 
confined to any limited group or to 
the realms of music. he. whole 
world mourned. 

Here in Atlanta, the realization 
that the greatest voice this genera- 
tion has ever heard—and probably 
any generation—had forever been 
stilled, would not have been so keen 
had we not experienced in our re- 
cent Spring season of opera the ab- 
sence of Caruso. 

Great Interpreter. 

The great public loved Caruso’s 
voice for its natural beautygand 
the feeling emotions it aroused. The 
art world loved it for these same 
reasons, and then in addition for 
thy, uses to which it was put. The 
possessor was not passively content 
with the mere possession and ex- 
Ploitation of a natural organ, the 
unique beauty of which made’ it the 
marvel of the period. But he had 
from the first the highest aspira- 
tions for its development as a me- 
dium of art expression, and unceas- 
ing work was the program he map- 
ped out for himself and adhered 
to conscientiously. 

And so, throughout the _ years, 
there was never any falling off in 


the joy Caruso’s singing gave. The 
great voice, properly called golden 
in its youth, took on a different 
timbre with the years, and author- 
ities called it silver; but with the 
passing of its pristine glory, which 
is the way of all flesh, there was 
no depreciation, for Caruso, study- 
ing, working always, Fearned_ to 
supply the art which had been lack- 
.ing in his first years of fame. And 
thus; his roles became, not merely 
{singin parts, but great interpreta- 
tions, like his “Samson,” his “Kleaz- 


ar. 

It is told of him that he said once 
that he would scarcely be sorry 
when advancing years made it nec- 
essary for him to give up singing; 
that the work was so incessant, 
and more than this, the physical 
eafe he had to take of himself was 
so burdensome, 

The world is selfish, and ordinar- 
liy a singer, when his voice can no 
longer give pleasure, ceases to hold 
peoples’ interests. af 

Loved for Self as Well, / 

But when Caruso’s health sfailed 
in the winter, and it looked as if he 
might never sing again, even though 
he recovered from his illness, there 
was many a prayer spoken and in 
silence, that whether or not he ever 
sang again, he might at least live 
to enjoy a happy old age, in the 
midst of his family and with the 
fruits of his years of public life to 
make his old age luxurious. 

Will the stage of the Metropolitan 
or the Atlanta auditorium ever pre- 
sent his like again? It is of course 
sossible, but at present there is no 
enor who has shown any indication 
that his shoulders’ are broad 
enough to hold the mantle. Caruso 
was unique in his generation, and 
even should another voice rise to 
a similar fame, it is not likely that 
there will,soon again loom upon 
music’s horizon a singer with such 


a backgrouwnd too, of personality.
